
TWO CHARGED IN MURDER OE LOCAL WOMAN 




Brenda Howard's residence on Ebenezer Road remained marked as a crime scene 
on Saturday morning while Kentucky State Police detectives continued their 
investigation into her murder. Howard, who was 63 years old, was found 
in her home on Friday night by her granddaughter.

Monroe Countians in the 
Ebenezer community were 
shocked Friday night, April 
20, by a brutal murder that 
occurred at the residence of 
63 year-old Brenda How¬ 
ard. 

Monroe County 9-1-1 dis¬ 
patch received a call at 8:37 
Friday night reporting that 
Howard's granddaughter 
had found her unrespon¬ 
sive, lying in a pool of blood. 
Responding Deputy Sheriff 
Farry Martin was first on 
the scene, and along with 
Monroe County Ambulance 
personnel confirmed that 
Howard was deceased, ap¬ 
parently the victim of what 
responders called a grisly 
and violent murder. 

According to a Kentucky 
State Police report issued 
the following day. Sheriff 
Roger Barlow then called 
KSP Post 15 at 10:16 p.m. 
requesting assistance with a 
death investigation. Detec¬ 
tives Ricky Brooks and Rus¬ 
sell Decker arrived shortly 
thereafter and assumed re¬ 
sponsibility for the investi¬ 
gation into Howard's death. 
It was determined that she 
was beaten and stabbed and 
that her home had been bur¬ 
glarized. 

Officers with the Sheriff's 
Office had already begun a 
neighborhood canvas before 
the KSP detectives arrived 
and learned from neighbors 
that a burgundy Saturn se¬ 
dan with a cracked driv- 
er's-side windshield had 
been observed leaving the 
scene. Investigators quickly 
linked the vehicle to Chasity 


Hagan, 34, of Homer Bart¬ 
ley Road, Summer Shade, 
and John "Fatman" Smith, 
41, of Dubree Road, Tomp- 
kinsville. 

Around 11 p.m., officials 
quietly issued a "be on the 
lookout" notification for a 
vehicle matching that de¬ 
scription and a short time 
later, after gathering more 
information, issued an "all 
points bulletin" for the ve¬ 
hicle, as well as for Hagan 
and Smith, alerting officers 
to consider them armed and 
extremely dangerous. 

As deputies were patrol¬ 
ling the county and Tomp- 
kinsville Police were patrol¬ 
ling inside the city limits 
in search of the pair, the 
vehicle was quickly located 
at the residence of Hagan's 
mother, Wanda Hagan, on 
Homer Bartley Road. Detec¬ 
tives Brooks and Decker, as 
well as Deputies Martin and 
Charles Smith, went to the 
residence and subsequently 
took Hagan to the Tomp- 
kinsville Police Department 
to interview her in reference 
to the matter. Unknown to 
any of the officers and with 
this information withheld by 
both of the Hagan women. 
Smith was apparently hid¬ 
ing in a rear bedroom of the 
home throughout the night. 

At the request of KSP 
detectives, a Sheriff's Dep¬ 
uty was posted outside the 
Hagan residence to watch 
the vehicle they had looked 
for all night, as it was con¬ 
sidered a key piece of evi¬ 
dence in the investigation. 

Early Saturday morning. 


as a hard rain began to fall 
and before the sun was up. 
Smith ran from the residence 
through a rear door, accord¬ 
ing to the elder Hagan, and 
into a heavily wooded area 
behind the home. 

An all out "manhunt" be¬ 
gan for Smith, with officers 
searching the surrounding 
area in the rain before being 
given the order to abandon 
the search. They said this 
was because KSP had a K9 
officer en route and the less 
human odor laid down in 
the area the better it would 
be for the search dog. 

Officers with KSP 
and MCSO continued 
to patrol the area's 
roadways while they 
waited for the dog to 
arrive, assuring that 
Smith stayed in a small 
parcel of real estate 
and away from any 
of the other homes in 
the area. Once the dog 
was actually on scene, 
he led his handler di¬ 
rectly to an abandoned 
cabin several hun¬ 
dred yards behind the 
Hagan home and only 
a short distance from 
where officers had 
been searching before 
the ground search was 
halted. Once found by 
the canine. Smith was 
taken into custody 
without incident. 

Eater in the day 
(Saturday, April 21), 
as KSP officers were 
searching the vehicle 
that led them to the 
pair, they located a 


methamphetamine lab in 
the trunk of the car. Tomp- 
kinsville Police Department 
lab technicians Jimmy Cart¬ 
er and Kevin Webb assisted 
by dismantling the lab as no 
KSP or MCSO technicians 
were available at the time. 
(Note: Smith is currently 
awaiting trial on a manufac¬ 
turing methamphetamine 
charge, related to a situa¬ 
tion where he and Timothy 
"Cowboy" Curtis allegedly 
were found with an active 
lab just outside the Tomp- 
kinsville City limits just a 
few weeks ago.) 


Smith and Hagan were 
both officially charged 
with murder and burglary 
later Saturday afternoon, 
and lodged in the Monroe 
County Jail. They were ar¬ 
raigned Tuesday in Monroe 
District Court before Judge 
Kristi Castillo with bond 
reduction being denied on 
both. County Attorney Wes 
Stephens also requested 
that the charges on Hagan 
be amended to complicity 
to commit murder and com¬ 
plicity to commit burglary. 

They were both represent¬ 
ed by public defenders and 


a preliminary hearing date 
was set for next Tuesday, 
May 1, for both defendants. 

Services for Brenda Faye 
(Hopkins) Howard are be¬ 
ing held today (Thursday, 
April 26), at 2 p.m. at Yok- 
ley-Trible Funeral Home. 

She was the daughter of 
the late Fevie and Edna Glee 
(Gearlds) Hopkins and the 
mother of Melissa Wallace 
and Amanda Pickerell, both 
of Tompkinsville. 

Details about her back¬ 
ground, survivors and fu¬ 
neral arrangements will be 
published next week.

You can bring the expired 
or unwanted prescription 


drugs to Wal-Mart in Tomp¬ 
kinsville or Dollar General 
in Gamaliel (near the store 
entrances) between 10 a.m. 
and 2 p.m. on Saturday. 
Law enforcement officers, 
assisted by the Monroe 
County CARES volunteers, 
will collect the drugs for 
destruction. 

This a free, anonymous 
and "no-fuss" service. "It 
doesn't matter what it is 
or who you are — we just 
want everyone to rid their 
households of unused 
prescription drugs that 
pose a safety hazard and 
can contribute to prescrip¬ 
tion drug abuse," they 
said.

Approval of 2013 budget 
postponed by Monroe 
Fiscal Court 

The Monroe County Fiscal Court was forced to post¬ 
pone the first reading of the 2012/2013 County budget 
at last Thursday's regularly scheduled meeting, due to 
the inability of the state to pass a transportation budget. 
County Judge/executive Tommy Willett explained to 
members of the Court that he had been assured by state 
officials that a transportation budget will be passed in 
short order, however, Willett said, the Fiscal Court will 
probably be forced to convene a special called meeting 
to pass the budget as soon as the state budget is com¬ 
plete. 

Willett told Court members that his office had been 
notified that the County has been approved for a CDBG 
grant in the amount of $652,646 for disaster recovery 
funds. The money must be used for bridge repairs stem¬ 
ming from flooding in recent years, and the bridges to 
be rebuilt will include the Akersville Bridge, Ebenezer 
Bridge and H. Branham Bridge, Willett said. 

"I am very happy that our County has been awarded 
this grant," Willett said. "These repairs will allow for 
safer travel for buses, emergency vehicles and the gen¬ 
eral public."

Special Session One and Done in Frankeort 


The 2012 Special Session 
came and went this past 
week, as both chambers were 
able to approve both a budget 
for Kentucky's transporta¬ 
tion needs and legislation to 
combat so-called 'pill mills' 
in the Commonwealth. 

House Bill 2 was essentially 
the agreed upon version of 
the transportation budget bill 
in the 2012 Regular Session, 
House Bill 266. The $4.5 
billion budget will pay for 
road construction projects in 
various phases, from plan¬ 
ning and design to those that 
are ready to be built. This bill 
was held up on the final day 
of the Regular Session because 
of a disagreement between 
the leader of the Senate and 
the Governor over approval 
of House Bill 267, which lays 
out the construction phase of 
Kentucky's highways in the 
coming two years. 

There is controversy over 
the agreement on House 
Bill 267. The conference 
committee of House and 
Senate members never met to 
discuss HB 267, but instead 
a few select legislators met 
behind closed doors to decide 
on which projects received 
priority. It is a tactic that is 
unfair to the majority of legis¬ 
lators in both chambers, and 
to the people of Kentucky. 
We must be open and trans¬ 
parent regarding all legisla¬ 
tive matters, not just during 
the conference committee 
meetings on the General 
Budget. 

House Bill 1, which was the 
other bill under consideration 
in the Special Session, seeks 
to make several changes in 
the medical community to 
combat those who place 
profits above patients by 
handing out large prescrip¬ 
tions of controlled drugs like 
OxyContin, which much of it 


in turn ends up sold on the 
streets. House Bill 1 in the 
Special Session was the orig¬ 
inal version filed as House 
Bill 4 in the 2012 Regular 
Session. However the Senate 
filed a committee substi¬ 
tute that put in place many 
of the revisions agreed upon 
by the conference committee, 
and the Senate also changed 
the funding source from the 
multi-county coal severance 
funds to the mortgage settle¬ 
ment agreement up to $4 
million that Kentucky will 
receive from the multi-state 
settlement. 

While much has been made 
in the media about why we 
were called back in Special 
Session, it is critical that we 
now look forward instead of 
the issues that forced us back 
to work in Frankfort. It is 
my sincere hope that lessons 
have been learned among all 
sides, and that we can place 
personalities and partisan¬ 
ship aside for the betterment 
of Kentucky. Finger pointing 
and name calling is not the 
way we should do business; 
otherwise we will once again 
have failed leadership in the 
Kentucky State Capitol.

Court members also ap¬ 
proved a motion made by 
Magistrate Ricky Bartley to 
not allow the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment to remove the anti¬ 
aircraft gun from the court¬ 
house lawn without a court 
order. The action stems from 
a previous Fiscal Court 
meeting where an adminis¬ 
trator from the Department 
of the Army announced to 
the Court that the war relic 
was here without approval 
from the Army. 

Willett also told the Court 
that the state has formally 
approved naming the new 
section of Highway 163 
in the northern part of the 
county Veteran's Memorial 
Highway. 

In other business. Court 
members: 

— Approved the second 
reading and adoption of a 


budget amendment in the 
general and road fund; 

— Approved to reim¬ 
burse County officials for 
expenses to attend a recent 
conference; and 

— Approved road salt 
bids, noting that the County 
still has a stockpile of salt 
due to the mild winter, with 
the bid awarded to Central 
Salt in the amount of $79 per 
ton. Other bidders included 
Cargill with a bid of $95 per 
ton and North American 
Salt with a bid of $79.10 per 
ton. 

Prior to adjournment, 
Willett announced that the 
Monroe County Farmer's 
Market is slated to open 
May 5 this year, and noted 
that he is very excited at the 
potential for local growers 
to market their produce for 
County residents.

As many of us put our chil¬ 
dren to bed this weekend, we 
hugged them a little tighter 
— and as we may have left 
an elderly parent or loved 
one, we probably hesitated 
to make sure they locked the 
door behind us. 

Times like this weekend, 
while they cause us to 
wonder what has happened 
to our little community, also 
show what is so wonderful 
about our area — as people 
pull together to help. 

Within minutes after it was 
confirmed that there had 
been indeed a murder on 
Ebenezer Road, both through 
social media and through 
the phone lines, the word 
had gone out to make sure 
everyone was locked up and 
safe throughout the county. 

Personally, I expressed my 
hesitation to post informa¬ 
tion that might cause a panic, 
but eventually I felt that the 
need to make sure everyone 
was protected in the event 
that the suspects were still in 
the area, overrode my hesita¬ 
tions. If someone that read the 
posts knew of another who 
lived in the area, they called 
and spread the information 
and warning; our community 
came together. 

Canvasses of the commu¬ 
nities around the area were 
assisted by those who were 
calling into county dispatch 
to report suspicious vehicles 
or concerns; our community 
came together. 

As the family of Mrs. 
Howard stood shell shocked 
with the horrible news, offers 
of assistance, acts of kindness 
and prayers were uplifted; our 
community came together. 

It's often in the darkest 
times such as these, the over¬ 
whelming community spirit 
really shines through. 


So we challenge you 
today— many have shaken 
their heads and asked what 
in the world is it going to 
take? 

In our opinion, our 
COMMUNITY is what it's 
going to take. 

It seems like yesterday that 
we wrote and published 
a very similar plea for our 
community to come together 
to fight — as now we chal¬ 
lenge you to stand up and 
fight again. It's up to us all 
— and we can't do it without 
everyone's help. It's not 
someone else's job, it's ours. 

Imagine if we had a law 
enforcement officer living 
in every house, working at 
every business, standing at 
every public place — well, 
we do. It's up to us ALL to 
be the eyes and ears that 
assist by just being obser¬ 
vant.

If you 
don't feel comfortable iden¬ 
tifying yourself, call from a 
public location, call from a 
public phone, call from wher¬ 
ever. Kentucky State Police 
also offers a toll-free tip line 
at 1-800-387-3847. So you 
call and don't feel anything 
happened? Call again — and 
again — and again. 

You can't give up — our 
community is all we have.

collected in drug-disposal 
boxes, sealed, and turned 
over to the DBA to be 
destroyed. 

Rates of prescription drug 
abuse in the United States 
are increasing at alarming 
rates, as are the number 
of accidental poisonings 
and overdoses due to these 
drugs, CARES members 
said. 

Studies show that a 
majority of abused prescrip¬ 
tion drugs are obtained 
from family and friends. 


including from the home 
medicine cabinet. In addi¬ 
tion, many families do not 
know how to properly 
dispose of unused medi¬ 
cines, often flushing them 
down the toilet or just 
throwing them away — 
both potential safety and 
health hazards. 

The Prescription Medi¬ 
cation Disposal Event will 
help reduce the threat that 
the diversion and abuse of 
these drugs pose to public 
health," the officials said.

Methamphetamine 
warning given by 
Monroe County Sheriff 


If you have listened to, 
watched, or read the news, 
then you are well aware that 
the problem associated with 
Methamphetamine (Meth) is 
reaching epidemic propor¬ 
tions. This bulletin is not a 
lesson on the hazards 
associated with 
use of the drug, 
but rather the 
hazards it pres¬ 
ents to the envi¬ 
ronment and 
to the health of 
the citizens of 
Monroe County. 

Please make 
sure you share 
this information with 
family and friends, as only 
a unified community will be 
able to win the war against 
Methamphetamine. 

The Hazards of 
Methamphetamine labs: 

The process of Meth manu¬ 
facture includes many very 
dangerous chemicals. Many 
of these chemicals can create 
fires, explosions, chemical 
burns, illness, and death if 
inhaled or ingested. It is esti¬ 
mated that 10-20% of all labs 
are discovered as a result of 
fire or explosions. Beyond 
the risks associated with the 
manufacturing process, many 
Meth "cooks" are Meth users. 
The effects of the drug often 
make its users paranoid and 
very violent. If you suspect 
that you have found a Meth 
lab, leave the area immedi¬ 
ately and report the lab to the 
proper authorities. 

Recognizing a 
Methamphetamine lab: 

Due to changes in Meth 
manufacture, labs rarely look 



like a high school or college 
chemistry lab. Many labs are 
being set up in remote areas 
or in vehicles (cars, campers, 
vans, etc) and often look more 
like a collection of garbage. 
Many of the household items 
commonly found in these 
labs" are canning 
jars, water jugs, 
Tupperware 
(plastic bowls/ 
containers), 
coffee filters, 
hot plates/ 
electric skillets, 
thermoses or 
coolers, propane 
tanks, discarded 
batteries or cold 
medication packaging, etc. 
Besides the containers and 
trash, labs often have a very 
strong chemical and ammonia 
type of smell. These labs are 
often set up on other people's 
land, such as farms, parks, 
and camping grounds. If you 
suspect that you have found 
a Meth lab, leave the area 
immediately and report the 
lab to the proper authorities! 

How TO REPORT A LAB: 

The most important factor 
when you suspect a Meth 
lab is to always protect the 
personal safety of yourself 
and your family. Do not 
investigate the lab or allow 
any of your family members 
near the lab. Make sure that 
your children understand 
the risks and teach them to 
avoid suspicious areas. The 
second most important factor 
is to always report the lab 
to the authorities. Your tip 
to authorities can always be 
made without giving personal 
or identifying information. 
Please report suspected Meth 
labs to the Sheriff - 270-487- 
6622.

During the Youth

Is Prom sinful? No, it is 
not. Can the occasion be 
used to sin? Obviously. 
I was Prom King many 
years ago (1994) and I 
remember the occasion 
as a very tame event. It 
is what transpires when 
young people are allowed 
to leave and their parents 
do not expect to see them 
until the next day that 
can be sinful. Drinking, 
drugs, immodesty and 
sexual impurity do not 
occur at the Prom. It 
is when parents give 
kids free reign that SIN 
occurs. Don't blame the 
Prom for sin. Teach and 
expect responsibility and 
you will usually receive 
it. When we tell kids 
they cannot be expected 
to overcome temptation 
and set a good example 
for their fellow students 
we set them up for 
failure. 


I see Prom night as a 
test, just like every day of 
life is a test. The kids are 
about to go out into the 
world as young adults 
and will be tested at 
every turn. Show them 
they can have fun and 
make lasting memories 
without sin. Project 
Prom is a wonderful 
aspect of Prom night. It 
was not around when 
I was in school. I see 
it as something we are 
doing right. Supervision 
and fun are a part of the 
experience that helps to 
keep our kids safe and 
pure. 

As far as dancing 
being sinful, here a few 
Scriptures which show 
dancing as a simple 
celebration of which there 
is no condemnation. It 
depends upon the desire 
of the heart. 

Ecclesiastes 3:4 - A 
time to weep, and a time 
to laugh; a time to mourn, 
and a time to dance;
